REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The instant application discloses an unobvious improvement in the axial flow fan art. 
Specifically, the application claims a ring unit provided with a plurality of slots corresponding to 
the guide blades of the axial flow fan. The ring unit is inserted onto the guide flow blades via the 
slots and reduces the eddy flow area formed by the counter flow reflecting from the electronic 
component under the guide flow device. 

Prior art references Stamm (4,419,052) and Bristol et al. (3,332,500) disclose ring units 
attached to fan blades by slots in the ring and prior art references Perrott (2,616,51 1) and 
Diemunsch (2003/0012653) disclose a ring disposed in the fan blades to support and protect the 
blades. None of the aforementioned references teach the rings affecting eddy flow or being 
applied to the guide blades of the fan unit. Prior art reference Zhang (6,722,418) does disclose 
having a ring arranged on the guide blades but also does not teach or suggest the rings having 
any effect on the eddy flow formed by the counter flow reflecting from the electronic component 
under the guide flow device. Further, it is the position of the Examiner that it would not have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine any of the cited references to arrive at 
Applicant's claimed invention.
